Shall Our Schools 


Advance? 


Carlisle Township was incorporated in 1822 


—just 100 years ago. 


In 1836, Charles Skinner, age 10. was ap- 


prenticed to a fanner by the name of Elisha 
Brooks, who entered into contract to "teach and 
instruct the lad in the occupation of farming and 
to cause him to be instructed to read, write and 
cipher a* far as the single rule of three." 


In 1839 the first school tax was voted 
7*> 


rotes were cast in favor of it and 2 against it. " 


In 1843 the fir^t permanent school house in 


the township was erected at LaPorte. The cur- 
riculum of that school included three subjects- 
reading, writing, arithmetic. From time to time 
subject have been added to this meager curri- 
culum until today there arc 11 studies in the 
grades and the old rule of three i^ learned in the 
fourth grade. Our M-hooK have been improved 
as far a^ possible under the old one-room system 
and we have reached-a point \\hcre a change 
must be made.

Carlisle is a fairly progressive community. 


U e have advanced from the mud roads to mod- 
rni highways; from the weekly newspaper to the 
daily delivered by carrier; from the ox team to 
the tractor. Xearly every home has some mod- 
ern conveniences. But there is one thing that we 
cannot be proud of, and that is our school build- 
ings. They are out of date, poorly lighted, uu- 
«anitary, poorly ventilated, over-crowded with 
inadequate equipment and a drawback to the 
teacher and pupils. Thcv are a disgrace to anv 
up-to-date community. There is not a buildiu^ 
in the community that has running water <ra* 
electricity or a telephone. 
Is it not time Ve 


made a change? Our early pioneers who little 
dreamed of the wonders of modern life, worked 
for the benefit of the generations following. 
1hey hud out our present roads by chopping 
through the wilderness, they contributed of their 
meager means a larger proportion to education 
than we contribute today.

The first graded school came into existence 


in ( nicnmati in 1840. Other places soon follow- 
cd its example, until every city and town now has 
this kind of school. Thirty years ago the rural 
schools began to follow the example of the, cities 
1 hey abandoned their one-room schools aud cen- 
tralized. This is the answer to our school prob- 
lem!
